Beginning printing students study processes, 
materials, and occupations in a 13 week course 
of the Industrial Arts I class. Theory is com- 
bined with doing as students work in small 
groups, trying old and new techniques in such 
areas as cold type composition and hand com- 
position. 

More advanced students go into more depth 
and learn the basic skills in areas of cold type, 
hand composition, platen press operation, more 
advanced camera techniques, a more detailed 
study of the offset process, and the operation 
and fundamentals of Linotype. 

Another phase of Industrial Arts is Auto 
Mechanics and the Auto Club sponsored by 
Mr. Scherzer. Auto Mechanics is for anyone 
who is interested in a good general background 
in working with automobiles. If a problem arises 
in a car, members of the class are always willing 
to help or add a word of assistance. Randy 
Donahue, president of the club, summed up the 
objective of the club by saying, “The Auto Club 
gives boys a chance to work on their cars under 
supervision. The experience they receive, no 
doubt, will be put to good use in the future."

Drafting is a *universal lan- 
guage" understood anywhere in 
the world by those versed in its 
meaning. After taking drafting, 
anyone who wishes to transmit 
an idea graphically can do so 
more clearly. Beginning students 
learn to letter properly, draw 
lines with instruments, and to do 
simple three-view drawings. Sec- 
ond year students learn to picto- 
rially represent an object in three 
dimensions. Proficiency in draft- 
ing will help those pursuing Ca- 
reers such as engineering, archi- 
tecture, and city planning. 

The wood laboratory is organ- 
ized into three phases. First year 
students learn to solve simple de- 
sign problems and to handle hand 
tools and machinery safely. 

Wood II students first learn to 

use the rest of the machinery and 
then construct a simple piece of 
furniture such as a bookcase. 
Those who continue in third year 
construct complex furniture and 
give demonstrations to the class.
